NATO Sounds Like 
A Going Concern 


Secretary of State Dulles has aroused 
French ire by ‘his blunt demand that the 
French ratify the European army pact 
soon or face the consequences. In spite 
of this sour note; news out of the NATO 
Council of Ministers meeting in Paris is 
reassuring. 3 

Progress has been made and the shaky 
alliance born of desperation has reached 
such a strength that eventual security is 
in sight. Although not all the military 
goals have been reached, more progress 
has been made than even the optimistic 
expected. ; , 

The ministers Tuesday approved the 
NATO military committee’s recommenda- 
tions for more warplanes and troops for 
1954. These reportedly include an increase 
in the NATO air force of more than 1,300 
planes and an increase in ground forces 
to boost active and reserve divisions to 
107 by the end of next year. 

The only thing still lacking is ratifica- 
tion by France and by several smaller na- 
tions of the European Army Treaty that 
would harness Germany’s military poten- 
tial to the West. No final, effective secur- 
ity for Western Europe is possible with- 
out German manpower, economic and in- 
dustrial strength. In view of American 
and British guarantees and assurances, 
French fears seem without foundation. 

Let’s hope that Dulles’ bluntness gets 
results, although he brings on himself and 
his government new charges of interfer- 
ence in the internal affairs of other na- 
tions. The fact remains that we are vital- 
ly interested in a secure Western Europe 
and are unwilling forever to underwrite 
a job that Europeans can do for them- 
selves. 

Adding to our side of the ledger is 
the announcement by Gen. Gruenther, 
NATO commander, that the B-47 can 
reach Russian targets without being 
touched by Red interceptors. The fact 
‘that one B-47 can now carry as much 
destructive potential in atomic bombs. as 
could the entire American Air Force in 
World War II must be a frightening pros- 
pect for a would-be aggressor. 

Yes, we have every reason to be en- 
couraged by the military and economic 
progress of the West. Although not yet 
perfect, NATO is a going concern and 
there is even hope that the reluctant 
French eventually will cooperate in the 
European Army. 

The build-up in Europe is in no way 
in conflict with the President’s program 
_ for peace. Until the Soviets give us con- 
crete proof that they, too, want peace in 
the world, we would be inviting disaster 
in the West if we failed to build defenses 
against possible aggression from the East.

U.S. Passing Buck 
On Missing PWs 


WASHINGTON—This is an age of cruel indif- 
ference toward some of those human beings who 
go forth to make the maximum sacrifice for their 


country. 


The story of the forgotten 944 Americans whom the Chinese 
Communists have refused to return is a tragic example of how of- 
ficialdom shrugs its shoulders and, fearful of offending allies, does 


nothing about the American boys 
who were supposed to have been 
returned when the Korean truce 
was signed. 

There are 944 of them—sepa- 
rate and distinct from the 22 who 
have been “brain washed” at the 
repatriation camp. These 944 
Americans were spirited away to 
hiding places behind the Iron 
Curtain because they are tech- 
nicians valuable to the Commu- 
‘nists. This happened just before 
the truce came. 

The Korean truce agreement 
pledged that all prisoners should 
be returned. The American gov- 
ernment knew about the 944 and 
still kept on talking at Panmun- 
jom. Now the talks are lagging 
and the “political conference,” 
which was hailed as the great se- 
quel to the armistice, is appar 
ently not to be held—no time or 
place for it has been fixed, and 
there is no sign that such a con- 
ference will ever be called 

Meanwhile, the United States 
government—which once upon & 
time would take drastic measures 
to secure respect for its troops— 
now says nothing and does noth- 
ing about the 944 Americans still 
held by the Communists | in 
flagrant violations of the armi- 
stice terms. 

Dispatches from Panmunjom 
show that out of the 944 Ameri- 


cans, there are about 312 from 
the U.S. Air Force, 19 Marines 
and: three Navy men and about 
610 ground troops. The govern- 
ment here knows a lot about 
them, and so do the officials of 
the U.N. command in the Far 
East. But the whole thing has 
been soft-pedaled. It is as if the 
American government were 
afraid to let the people in this 
country know the facts because 
some might demand that action 


* be taken. 


Except for an Army communi- 
que last September, there has 
been no official protest’ or any- 
thing said publicly about the 
matter. Military men in the Far 
East refer to the missing men 
now as a “diplomatic problem.”’ 
State Department officials say 
the missing men are net yet 
under their jurisdiction, and will 
not be until it is known whether 
there is to be a ‘‘political: confer- 
ence’ to attempt to settle the 
Korean questions. It’s a bucke 
passing fiasco. — :
